It is rare a bibliographical periodical has to record 
so destructive a conflagration as occurred here a few 
nights since.

lished ten political newspapers. He had a manu- 
factory in the suburbs of Paris, where he printed 
and published books and newspapers, made church 
organs, painted religious. pictures, executed statues 
and bas-reliefs for churches, employed 800 workmen, 
and insured his vast establishment for $2,400,000 
in thirty-three insurance companies. This es- 
tablishment has been destroyed by fire, and only 
half the property has been saved. The fire raged 
with greatest intensity in the publishing part of the 
manufactory. All the type, all the stereotype plates, 
all the wood-cuts, etc., have perished. Among his 
losses are the stereotype plates of the “ Patrologie,” 
which contained 391 thick double-columned quarto 
vols. ; not only the plates, but many precious manu- 
scripts perished, among them an important work 
by Bishop Dupanloup, of Orleans; the stereotype 
plates of the “ Encyclopédie Théologique,” contain- 
ing 171 thick double-columned quarto vols. The 
last vol. of the “ Patrologie” and the 100th vol. of 
the “Collection Universelle,” were in press, and 
only two volumes of the “ Encyclopédie” remained 
to be printed. It is believed the fire was the work 
of an incendiary.

M. LeveRRIER’s reign of tyranny is nearly at an 
end. The committee appointed to investigate the 
condition of the observatory has reported that this 
establishment is in a most deplorable state. The 
committee attributes this decline of the observatory 
from its prosperity in Arago’s days entirely to the 
arbitrary rule of M. Leverrier. It recommends its 
reorganization upon the plan adopted in Arago’s 
days, namely, to intrust its government to a board 
of five astronomers which shall exercise the au- 
thority with which M. Leverrier is invested. The 
committee further recommends the removal of the 
observatory to a suburban village, Fontenay-aux- 
Roses. It appears the continual movement of 
vehicles in Paris produces an oscillation of the ob- 
servatory, which is fatal to the accuracy of obser- 
vations, and, moreover, the gas lamps, which are 
all around it, are likewise detrimental to the as- 
tronomers’ labors. A painful incident has taken place 
in the Academy of Sciences which is not foreign to 
M. Leverrier’s tyrannical reign. It seems he has 
published in the last volume of observations stric- 
tures upon the late Leon Foucault (written with 
characteristic want of generosity after the latter 
had been struck down by paralysis), which are 
considered by his friends as false and offensive.

“C. D.” It was a lovely day—a clear blue sky 
overhead. As he stood resting on the rail, chatting 
with this friend, and writing an autograph for that 
one, the genial face all aglow with delight, it was 
seemingly hard to say the word “ Farewell,’’ yet 
the tug-boat screamed the note of warning, and 
those who must return to the city went down the 
side. All had left save Mr. Fields. “Boz” held 
the hand of the publisher within his own. There 
was an unmistakable look on both faces. The 
lame foot came down from the rail, and the friends 
were locked in each other’s arms. Mr. Fields then 
hastened down the side, not daring to look behind. 
The lines were “cast off.” A cheer was given for 
Mr. Dolby, when Mr. Dickens patted him approv- 
ingly upon the shoulder, saying “Good boy.’’

Lecat LireRatTuRE tn THE Unitep States.—Ed- 
mund Burke, in his famous speech on Conciliation 
with America, said, with reference to the Colonies, 
“In no country in the world, perhaps, is the law so 
general a study; the greater number of the depu- 
ties sent to Congress were lawyers; but all who: 
read, and most do read, endeavor to retain some 
smattering in that science. I have been told by 
an eminent bookseller that in no branch of his 
business, after tracts of popular doctrine, were so 
many books as those on law exported to the plan- 
tations; the Colonists have now fallen into the 
way of printing them for their own use; I hear 
that they have sold nearly as many of ‘ Black- 
stone’s Commentaries’ in America as in England.”

A writer in a London periodical, in lately review- 
Sir H. M. Elliot’s “ History of India, as told by its 
own Historians,” raised a doubt as to whether the 
obligations of the deceased author to those who had 
contributed materials to the work had been suffi- 
ciently acknowledged. Of course, it was scarcely 
advisable to notice the charge thus anonymously 


put forward, but the accusation has incidentally | 


assumed a form under which it may fairly be met 
and refuted—inasmuch as an ex-officer of the 
Indian Army has caused it to be intimated to the 
present publishers of Sir H. Elliot’s posthumous 
works, that he considers himself ill used in the 
omission of his name from the editor’s preface. 
—We have, therefore, sought an expression of 
opinion from Professor Dowson, as to whether this 
gentleman has been denied, in any way, the meed 
of credit that he was entitled to. 

The subjoined note is so frank and explicit in its 
answer to the particular and other similar charges, 
that we give it entire, with the single omission of 
any names, the publication of which might be un- 
pleasant to the parties concerned. 

“T have considered the statement of Mr. A.’s 
complaint, and am obliged to reply that he has no 
case. I have not met with any of this gentleman’s 
work—none appeared in the first vol., nor will there 
be any in vol. II. This statement is restricted to 
the MS. material, for of course I can know nothing 
about the authorship of the extracts which Elliot 
himself printed. I am not aware that I have 
printed the work of any English contributor except 
the following: the translations of the Tfrikh-i 
Tahiri, and the Tuhfatu-l Kirém bore no name, but 
Mr. Bayley in his catalogue says they were proba- 
bly the work of a Lt. P s. These were very 
well done, but still I had to revise them thoroughly, 
to make some corrections, and to insert passages 
which had been omitted. But putting this aside it 
was obviously impossible to mention any name 
upon mere presumption.—Mr. Z. ‘ revised’ the Mun- 
shi’s translation of Baihaki, but the two short 
specimens of that translation, which are in print, 
are sufficient to show the worthlessness of this revi- 
sion. I do not suppose he would like to have his 
name given as the reviser. If he does, I have no 
objection. 

“T have heard Mr. A.’s name, and I see it in the 
catalogues. When his work comes up for exami- 
nation I will certainly give my best attention to his 
claims. 

“It seems clear to me that Sir Henry Elliot in- 
tended to acknowledge assistance received in all 
cases in which he deemed acknowledgment due. 
Thus he has marked one translation as having been 
‘favored by Mr. Lushington, B.C.S.’ We might 
fairly infer that he has done so whenever he deemed 
it necessary. The rule which I have proposed to 
myself is this: If a translator’s work, after being 
tested in a few passages, appears trustworthy, his 
name should be given and the responsibility should 
be his; but if it has to be revised and corrected, 
the amended version is not his, and his name 
should not appear.

But in considering a question involving literary 
obligations, there is a second phase, which is often 
designedly kept out of sight as far as possible; 
that is to say, the remuneration. direct or indirect, 
given to contributors. However much Sir H. 
Elliot, in his early days, may have been indebted 
to volunteer coadjutors, even up to the period of the 
publication of the Agra Volume, during the later 
portion of his career the extensive range of patron- 
age incident to his official position led him to lay 
down a law for himself, that he would not be in- 
debted to any one who might by any possibility 
found thereon the remotest claim to recommenda- 
tion for public appointments. And we are in a 
position to state, upon the very highest authority, 
that Sir H. Elliot uniformly kept in sight this reso- 
lution, though he confessedly experienced difficulty 
in carrying out the details of so delicate an under- 
standing among those who were socially his equals. 

Hence, upon any offer of assistance reaching him, 
the condition positive was insisted upon, that re- 
muneration in some form or other should be 
accepted, and probably the aid of Mr. Bayley (a 
warm and intimate friend) and that of the Mr. 
Lushington, already named, were two of the very 
few exceptions to the general rule.

The “ Bookseller,” 
a well-informed London periodical, after declaring 
that the new poem will satisfy the most cynical, 
says that it extends to three hundred lines, and is 
entitled “Lucretius’—the hero, it may be pre- 


sumed, being Titus Carus Lucretius, the Roman | 


philosophical poet, who committed suicide 55 
B. C., on the very day on which Virgil assumed 
the toga virilis. His poem, in six books, entitled 
‘*De Rerum Natura,” is an exposition of the Epi- 
eurean philosophy. ‘The Bookseller” says that 
Mr. Tennyson’s poem “opens with the statement 


. that Lucretius, recently married, returning home | 


with his brain full of the philosophical notions 


which he had been studying in the fields, met the | 


advances of his wife with coldness, his mind being 
too fully occupied with the question of the materi- 
ality of the soul and other Epicurean tenets to 
deseend to those toyings which the affection of his 
wife expected.
